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PROFILE:  FREDERICK  BARBAROSSA,  1152-1190. 

Frederick,  named  “  Barbarossa  ”  by  the  Italians,  was  the  son  of  Frederick  II,  duke  of 
Swabia.  Born  about  1123  he  grew  up  to  earn  a  reputation  as  a  brave  and  skilful  warrior.  He 
succeeded  Conrad  III  as  emperor  in  1152  and  set  out  to  restore  the  Empire  to  the  position 
it  held  under  Charlemagne.  A  treaty  was  concluded  with  Pope  Eugenius  III  in  1153  and 
Frederick  was  crowned  at  Rome  in  1155.  He  had  difficulty,  however,  in  extending  his  rule 
over  the  Italian  peninsular. 

An  extended  breach  with  the  Papacy  occurred  over  the  question  of  whether  Frederick 
held  the  crown  as  a  benefice  from  the  Pope  or  not.  Alexander  III  excommunicated  him  and 
Frederick  in  retaliation  supported  an  anti-pope,  Victor  IV,  and  later  Paschal  III.  A  diet 
held  at  Wurzburg  in  1165  in  support  of  Paschal  brought  about  a  schism  in  the  German  Church. 
Frederick  made  several  expeditions  to  Italy  with  varying  degrees  of  success  and  in  1166  he 
stormed  Rome  and  secured  the  enthronement  of  Paschal,  but  his  army  was  decimated  by  an 
epidemic  and  he  had  to  return  to  Germany. 

Frederick  was  not  reconciled  to  Alexander  until  1177  when  he  acknowledged  him  as 
rightful  pope.  Frederick  later  quarrelled  with  both  Lucius  III  and  Urban  III,  but  submitted 
to  Gregory  VII.  In  1189  he  set  out  at  the  head  of  a  powerful  army  on  a  crusade  against  the 
conquering  Saladin,  but  he  was  drowned  whilst  crossing  the  river  Calcycadus  in  Cilicia. 

Frederick  was  a  wise  administrator  and  Germany  grew  in  prosperity  during  his  reign. 
He  was  sought  as  an  arbitrator  in  disputes  both  within  and  without  his  dominions,  and  he 
forcefully  suppressed  the  few  revolts  against  his  authority.  In  Italy  he  was  less  fortunate 
in  his  administration,  due  partly  perhaps  because  he  treated  the  Italians  as  aliens  rather  than 
subjects.  His  recreations  were  hunting  and  reading  history.  He  married  first  Adela,  daughter 
of  Dietpold  of  Vohburg  and  Cham,  and  later  Beatrix,  heiress  of  Upper  Burgundy,  by  whom 
he  had  five  sons.  In  1 178  his  son  Henry  was  crowned  king  of  Italy  and  married  to  the  daughter 
of  Roger  I,  king  of  Sicily,  who  had  formerly  been  one  of  Frederick’s  opponents. 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  is  a  silver  bracteate  struck  at  Altenburg  in  Thuringia. 
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THE  ROYAL  MINT.

Chapter  VII. 

Restoration  and  Reform. 

While  Edward  failed  to  remint  the  base  money  of  his  father  and  the  varying 
standards  of  his  coins  suggest  vacillation  and  confusion  on  his  part  it  is  the  case 
that  the  changes  adopted  throughout  his  short  reign  indicate  a  fixed  purpose  not 
only  of  restoring  the  coinage,  but  of  repaying  the  heavy  debt  caused  by  the  borrowing 
by  his  father  of  bullion  entrusted  to  the  mint  for  coinage.  The  gold  was  progressively 
improved  from  20  carat  to  22  carat  in  1549  and  to  23  carat  3|  grains,  the  ancient 
standard,  in  1551. 

In  the  case  of  the  silver,  the  fineness  and  weights  of  the  groats  and  smaller  denomi¬ 
nations  were  steadfastly  kept  unchanged  while  the  steps  towards  reform  were  being 
taken  and  only  the  testoon  and  its  successor  the  shilling,  the  largest  of  the  silver 
coins,  was  used  to  restore  the  position.  By  this  course  the  minimum  disturbance 
was  occasioned  to  the  public.  The  testoon  of  Henry  VIII,  which  weighed  120 
grains  and  contained  90  grains  of  fine  silver,  and  of  which  it  is  evident  very  large 
quantities  were  in  circulation,  was  the  obvious  source  of  the  silver  bullion  required 
for  the  reform  of  the  silver  and  for  meeting  the  debt  of  the  mint.  At  first  Edward 
issued  testoons  of  4  oz.  standard  (33%  fine)  of  the  same  weight  as  his  father’s,  but 
as  soon  as  plans  for  reform  had  been  formulated,  this  issue  was  discontinued,  and  a 
smaller  coin  of  the  same  denomination  was  issued  so  as  to  render  the  coins  to  be 
withdrawn  readily  distinguishable  from  the  new  coins.  Nevertheless,  these  new 
shillings  contained  the  same  amount  of  silver  as  the  4  oz.  standard  testoons  of  120 
grains,  i.e.  40  grains.  The  first  and  limited  issue  of  shillings  was  of  8  oz.  fine  (66 2/ 3%) 
each  coin  weighing  60  grains  and  this  was  quickly  followed  by  a  larger  coin  of  80 
grains  of  6  oz.  fine  (50%),  so  that  each  contained  40  grains  of  fine  silver.  In  the 
meantime  the  price  of  fine  silver  in  the  open  market  had  increased  from  6s.  6d. 
an  oz.  in  June  1549  to  10s.  an  oz.  in  October  1550  and  it  is  not  surprising,  therefore, 
that,  if  the  plans  were  to  be  fulfilled,  the  fineness  of  the  shilling  had  to  be  reduced 
to  3  oz.  (i.e.  25%)  in  December  1550.  Further,  the  calling  down  of  the  coins  in 
circulation  to  half  their  value  was  a  measure  of  deflation  to  reduce  the  high  prices  of 
commodities.  The  new  shilling  of  1 1  oz.  1  dwt.  fine  which  it  was  intended  to  issue 
weighed  96  grains  and  had  silver  remained  at  10s.  an  ounce  would  have  contained 
bullion  to  the  value  of  Is.  lOd.  The  reduction  in  the  volume  of  currency  caused 
by  the  calling  down  of  the  coins  was  followed  immediately  by  a  fall  in  commodity 
prices  and  the  way  was  thus  prepared  for  the  issue  of  the  new  coins.  Although 
Elizabeth  generally  receives  the  credit  for  the  restoration  of  the  standard  of  the  coin 
it  is  clear  that  Edward  VI  during  his  short  reign  contributed  a  great  deal  towards 
the  achievement  of  this  end. 

The  mint  at  York,  the  last  of  the  supplementary  coining  establishments,  was 
closed  at  the  end  of  Edward’s  reign  so  that  when  Mary  succeeded  to  the  throne  on 
6th  July  1553  only  the  Tower  Mint  under  the  control  of  Thomas  Egerton  as  treasurer 
was  in  operation.  On  20th  August  a  few  weeks  later  the  queen  issued  a  proclamation 
in  which  she  declared  her  intention  of  providing  “  coynes  as  well  of  gold  as  of  silver 
of  the  perfect  fineness  and  of  the  standard  sterling.” 

At  the  same  time  she  made  an  indenture  with  Thomas  Egerton,  under-treasurer, 
Thomas  Stanley,  comptroller,  William  Billingsley,  assay-master,  and  John  Mundes, 
provost  of  the  moneyers,  who  were  appointed  makers  and  workers  of  her  moneys  in 
the  Tower.  Four  gold  coins  of  23  carats  3J  grains  fine  were  ordered  to  be  made  viz., 
the  sovereign  of  30s.  of  such  weight  that  24  weighed  one  pound  Troy,  a  royal  ol 
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15s.,  an  angel  ot  10s.  and  an  angellet  of  5s.  For  a  pound  weight  of  fine  gold 
the  mint  paid  £35.  16s.  and,  by  the  addition  of  the  J  grain  of  alloy,  the  coined 
value  of  the  resulting  l1  192  lb.  of  standard  gold  was  £36.  3.  9.  The  3s.  9d., 
representing  the  gain  by  the  alloy,  was  taken  as  the  Queen’s  revenue  and  the  balance 
of  4s.  represented  the  payment  for  coinage. 

The  silver  coins,  to  be  of  1 1  oz.  fine  and  1  oz.  alloy,  were  limited  to  the  groat  of 
fourpence,  of  such  weight  that  180  weighed  one  pound,  the  half-groat  and  the  penny. 
Silver  was  to  be  purchased  at  £3.  4s.  per  pound  of  12  oz.  fine  and,  as  this  weight 
produced  1  1/11  lbs.  of  coinage  silver,  which  was  coined  at  the  rate  of  £3  to  the  pound, 
the  mint  gained  a  balance  ol  Is.  54d.  per  pound  from  which  the  charges  were  defrayed 
and  the  residue  paid  to  the  Queen’s  use.  It  was  also  agreed  that  the  officers  in 
question  should  peaceably  enjoy  the  houses  and  grounds  within  the  mint  without 
disturbance  by  the  Constable  or  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  and  that  persons  repairing 
to  the  mint  should  have  free  entry  and  issue. 

In  January  and  February  1554  some  reorganisation  of  the  establishment  of  the 
mint  was  undertaken,  as  the  result  of  which  the  following  appointments  were  made. 

Sir  Edmund  Peckham,  treasurer  of  the  mint  and  exchange  during  good  conduct 
at  a  salary  of  £200  per  annum. 

Thomas  Egerton,  under-treasurer,  during  pleasure,  200  marks  per  annum. 

Thomas  Stanley,  comptroller,  during  pleasure,  £100  per  annum. 

William  Knight,  assaymaster,  100  marks  per  annum. 

Thomas  Danyell,  surveyor  of  the  melting  house,  £26.  13.  4.  per  annum. 

Henry  Bryand,  clerk  of  the  irons,  20  marks  per  annum. 

William  Hopkyn,  smith,  £10  per  annum. 

Henry  Coddenham,  auditor,  £60  per  annum. 

John  Lawrence,  sinker  of  the  irons  or  undergraver,  £20. 

Henry  Monnes  (or  Mundes)  provost  of  the  moneyers. 

A  warrant  signed  by  Mary  was  also  issued  authorising  the  treasurer  and  other 
officers  of  the  mint  to  take  and  retain  anywhere  within  her  realms,  goldsmiths, 
finers,  engravers  and  other  artificers,  together  with  copper,  lead  and  other  materials 
requisite  for  the  making  of  her  moneys  and  building  materials  for  the  mint  in  the 
Tower,  at  such  prices  as  should  be  thought  sufficient  by  the  treasurer,  but  in  case 
any  persons  should  be  obstinate  or  disobedient  it  would  be  lawful  for  the  officers  to 
take  them  and  remand  to  ward  without  bail  until  their  punishment  should  be 
sufficient. 

After  the  Queen’s  marriage  to  Philip  of  Spain  in  1554  a  proclamation  was  issued 
explaining  that  the  coins  of  fine  gold  and  fine  silver  made  in  the  first  year  of  the 
Queen’s  reign  were  to  be  continued  and  that  such  base  moneys  as  had  been  reduced 
to  a  lower  rate  should  still  be  current  at  the  rate  proclaimed  by  Edward  VI. 

Soon  afterwards  a  shilling  and  half-shilling  were  added  to  the  denominations 
authorised  by  the  indenture  of  1553  and,  following  the  fashion  introduced  by  Ferdi¬ 
nand  and  Isabella  of  Spain,  these  two  denominations  bore  the  portraits  of  Mary  and 
Philip  facing  each  other. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1555  the  mint  was  fairly  busy  turning  into  coin  a  miscellaneous 
assortment  of  bullion,  including  five  thousand  ounces  of  Church  plate  received  out 
of  the  Jewel  House  in  the  Tower.  Angels  of  23  carat  34  grains  fine  gold  were  coined 
from  French  crowns,  etc.,  which  came  from  Sir  Thomas  Gresham,  the  Queen’s 
agent  in  Flanders  and  negotiator  of  foreign  loans  to  England.  Treasure  from  Spain 
was  also  coined,  for  a  contemporary  chronicler  records  that  on  Tuesday  2nd  October 
1554,  there  came  to  the  Tower,  in  twenty  carts,  ninety-seven  little  chests  of  silver 
guarded  by  Spaniards,  which  would  make  by  estimation  fifty  thousand  pounds. 
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The  amount  of  gold  coined,  however,  was  very  small,  only  1638  lbs.  having  been 
received  during  the  two  years  to  December  1555.  Silver  was  more  abundant,  22,407 
lbs.  having  been  coined  between  February  and  November  1554,  and  29,441  lbs. 
during  the  next  twelve  months.  In  the  last  month  of  the  period,  November  1555, 
only  239  lbs.  was  coined  as  compared  with  3,992  lbs.  in  the  previous  December. 
Included  in  these  figures  were  certain  testoons  and  pieces  of  two-pence  of  the  base 
moneys,  then  current,  which  had  been  melted  down  and  converted  into  rose  pence 
of  the  standard  of  3  oz.  fine  silver  and  9  oz.  alloy,  amounting  to  6,510  lbs.  weight  of 
pence  valued  at  40s.  the  lb.,  the  equivalent  of  12  grains  to  the  penny.  It  is  clear, 
however,  that  by  November  1555  all  the  sources  of  bullion  had  been  exhausted 
for  the  time  being  and  Sir  Edmund  Peckham,  the  high  treasurer  was  informed  by 
letter  of  2nd  September  1556  that,  as  the  Queen  is  charged  £104  yearly  for  the  diet 
of  her  officers,  and  as  “  there  have  not  byn  of  long  tyme  any  coynage  ”  it  is  her 
pleasure  that  the  diets  shall  cease  from  the  time  of  the  last  issue  and  shall  not  be 
paid  for  in  future. 

By  this  time,  however,  the  full  flood  of  silver  was  pouring  into  Europe  from  America 
and  by  August  1557  it  was  possible  to  reopen  the  mint  for  coinage.  By  a  com¬ 
mission  dated  the  fifth  of  that  month  Sir  Edmund  Peckham,  high  treasurer,  Thomas 
Stanley,  comptroller,  Thomas  Gravesende,  who  had  succeeded  to  the  post  of  assay- 
master  on  21st  July  1557,  and  John  Monies,  provost  of  the  moneyers,  were  instructed 
to  coin  angels  and  half-angels  in  fine  gold,  and  sixpences,  groats,  half-groats  and 
pennies  in  1 1  oz.  fine  silver  at  the  rate  of  720  pennies  to  the  pound. 

Thomas  Egerton,  the  former  under-treasurer,  had  in  the  meantime  been  removed 
from  office  and,  according  to  a  petition  presented  by  him  to  Sir  Francis  Walsingham, 
“  by  the  sinister  solicitation  of  such  as  thirsted  after  his  office  and  hated  his  religion  ” 
he  was  committed  prisoner  to  the  Fleet  and  charged  again  with  £9,182  which  had 
been  allowed  to  him  in  his  account;  that  he  was  condemned  to  that  sum  and  forced 
to  sell  his  substance  at  great  loss. 

Although  for  the  first  eighteen  years  of  his  reign  Henry  VIII  had  continued  to  use 
on  his  coins  the  profile  portrait  of  his  father  he  had  no  intention  of  abandoning  the 
step  taken  by  Henry  VII  of  replacing  a  conventional  representation  of  the  monarch 
by  a  real  portrait.  In  1526  a  profile  portrait  of  Henry  VIII  appeared  on  the  coins 
and  in  1544  a  facing  portrait  reminiscent  of  Holbein’s  work.  At  the  time  of  the 
latter  change  Henry  Basse  had  recently  been  appointed  the  chief  engraver  and  he 
was  joined  in  1546  by  Robert  Pitt  and  John  Lawrence  as  under-gravers.  This 
addition  to  the  staff  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  opening  of  the  supplementary  mints,  which 
generally  were  supplied  with  dies  from  the  Tower  mint.  Thus  the  Canterbury  mint 
during  its  five  years  operation  was  supplied  with  345  dozen  of  coining  irons  for  which 
7s.  a  dozen  was  paid,  in  addition  to  a  charge  for  men,  horses  and  a  barge  to  convey 
the  irons  between  London  and  Canterbury  every  month. 

The  portrait  which  appeared  on  the  coins  did  not,  however,  owe  its  origin  to 
the  mint  engraver.  The  original  would  have  been  a  miniature  painted  on  vellum  or 
on  a  playing  card  by  one  of  the  Court  artists,  a  type  of  portrait  painting  which  had 
become  fashionable  during  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  The  engraver’s  work  would 
have  been  to  engrave  a  copy  of  this  miniature  on  the  die. 

Thus,  for  the  facing  portrait  of  Edward  VI,  which  appeared  in  1551,  a  letter 
dated  25  September  of  that  year  from  the  Privy  Council  to  Sir  Edmund  Peckham, 
the  high  treasurer  of  the  mint,  explains  that  “  The  King  and  we  also  think  that  His 
Majesty’s  face  will  not  be  well  expressed  wholly  and  totally  on  the  coin,  and  therefore 
ye  shall  do  well  to  express  on  the  coin  three  parts  of  the  face  .  .  .  the  pattern  whereof 
we  send  you  herewith  noted  with  his  Majesty’s  own  hand  ...  on  a  card  of  1 1 1  of  ye 
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spades.”  The  letter  goes  on  to  say  “  And  if  .  .  .  Derryck  shall  be  found  fit  for  the 
graving  then  we  would  he  were  appointed  with  John  Lawrence,  being  named  by  you 
and  others  for  a  cunning  sinker.”  The  Derryck  referred  to  in  this  letter  was  Derick 
Anthony  who  was  appointed  chief  engraver  from  Michaelmas  1551  in  succession  to 
Robert  Pitt,  then  recently  deceased,  who  had  occupied  the  post  for  two  years  follow¬ 
ing  the  retirement  of  Henry  Basse. 

Again,  in  the  case  of  the  facing  portraits  of  Philip  and  Mary,  a  contemporary 
writer  notes  under  the  date  of  September  1554  “  At  this  tyme  were  the  newe  coynes 
with  the  doble  face,  devised  by  Sir  John  Godsalve  and  Thomas  Egerton.”  Sir  John 
Godsalve,  who  had  been  Comptroller  of  the  Tower  mints  from  1  August  1545  until 
June  1552,  when  he  was  granted  an  annuity  on  retirement,  was  apparently  a  man  of 
some  experience  in  such  matters  for  he  received  in  1554  two  payments  for  making  the 
Privy  Seal  and  the  seal  for  the  Court  of  Wards.  Skill  in  penmanship  must  be  added 
to  his  other  talents,  as  he  was  again  rewarded  in  1555  for  his  pains  in  writing  the 
submission  to  the  Pope.  Thomas  Egerton  was  under-treasurer  of  the  mint. 

Also,  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  items  of  expenditure  are  recorded: — 
“  For  the  painters;  as  well  for  the  drawing  and  description  of  various  patterns  of 
stamped  gold  and  silver  as  for  their  expenses  in  riding  from  London  to  Windsor 
where  the  Court  still  tarried,  £13.  6.  8.  For  two  painters  going  together  with  the 
comptroller  from  London  to  Hertford  to  the  Lord  Treasurer  concerning  the  drawing 
of  the  stamped  money,  65s.  10.  Expenses  of  the  graver  of  the  irons  about  the  same 
business  18s.  8d.  Likewise  the  charges  about  the  delay  in  drawing  the  patterns 
and  completing  the  indenture  £4.  7s.  3d.”

DESULTORY  NOTES  ON  SOME  OLD  COIN  SALE  CATALOGUES.

Reading  through  my  small  collection  of  old  catalogues  it  occurred  to  me  that  some  extracts 
might  be  of  interest  to  your  readers. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  year  1802  to  the  end  of  1839. 

The  first  is  the  sale  of  the  Collection  of  Samuel  Tyssen,  Esqr.,  which  covered  twenty 
five  days  from  Monday,  April  the  12th,  1802. 

There  were  3128  lots,  an  average  of  125  in  a  day’s  sale,  and  the  total  realised  was  £ 7,333-3-0 . 

The  sale  was  conducted  by  Leigh,  Sotheby  &  Son  at  their  House,  in  York  Street,  Covent 
Garden.  In  the  preface  Mr.  Tyssen  is  extolled  for  his  zeal  and  mention  is  made  that  scarcely 
a  day  was  suffered  to  elapse,  without  some  addition  being  made  to  his  collection. 

“  If  his  wealth  and  industry  were  alike  notorious,  so  was  his  liberality  equally  conspicious.” 
He  amalgamated  with  his  collection  the  famous  collections  of  Edward  Solly,  the  Rev.  Richard 
Southgate  and  Edward  Hodsoll. 

“  In  the  following  Catalogue  care  has  been  taken,  that  the  best  only  of  every  specimen 
should  be  inserted;  the  others  having  been  invariably  consigned  to  the  furnace  ”  or  as  we 
would  say  to-day  “  melted  down  for  bullion.” 

The  series  of  Ancient  British  and  Saxon  coins  were  purchased  privately  by  the  British 
Museum.  Lot  178  “  A  cabinet  containing  one  of  the  compleatest  Collection  of  Tokens, 
struck  in  the  last  century,  ever  formed.  More  than  2600  in  number,  many  of  them  not 
published  by  Snelling.  72  sliders  or  drawers.”  This  realised  £21. 

Most  of  the  lots  of  17th  century  tokens  averaged  three  shillings  a  token  and  one  of  the 
Cittie  of  London,  unique,  made  £3-4-0. 

Lot  2147.  “  Charles  I,  the  Treble  Unitie,  or  Three  Pound  Piece,  struck  at  Oxford  ” 

realised  £4. 

Lot  2158/  “  Roman  Large  Brass,  Tiberius  I.  ROM  .  et  .  aug,  with  the  portrait  (fine  and 
very  rare)  ”  fetched  £9-2-6. 

Lot  2194.  “  Charles  I  Crown,  coined  at  Oxford  in  1644,  with  a  view  of  the  City  under 

the  Horse  ”  realised  £14-14-0. 

Lot  2309.  “  Charles  I,  Twenty  and  Ten  shillings  silver,  struck  at  Oxford  ”  realised 

£2-12-6.

On  Wednesday,  May  14,  1817  and  five  following  days  (Sundays  excepted)  Mr.  Sothebv, 
Bookseller,  at  his  house,  No.  145,  Strand,  opposite  Catherine  Street,  sold  the  Collection  of 
Thomas  Hollis,  Esq.,  and  Thomas  Brand  Hollis,  Esq. 

“  The  Medals  illustrative  of,  and  struck  during,  the  Period  of  the  Commonwealth,  are 
more  rich  in  choice  pieces  than  any  ever  offered  to  Public  Sale,  with  the  exception  of  the 
extensive  Collection  of  the  late  Samuel  Tyssen,  Esq.” 

Lot  1.  Greek  Copper.  “  A  small  Mahogany  cabinet,  containing  374  Cities  and  Kings  ” 
realised  two  guineas. 

Lot  441.  “  Somers  Islands,  obverse,  a  Hog,  over  it  the  Figure  XII.;  reverse  a  ship. 

Engraved  by  Snelling  from  this  Piece,  considered  as  unique  fetched  £2-10-0. 

“  On  Tuesday,  July  6th  and  fourteen  following  days  (Sunday  excepted)  1824,  Mr.  Sotheby, 
at  His  House,  No.  3,  Wellington  Street,  Strand,  sold  the  Choice  and  Valuable  Collection 
of  a  Late  Highly  Respected  and  Eminent  Collector.”  This  was  the  Dimsdale  sale. 

Lot  400.  Roman  Large  Brass.  “  Anthony  and  Cleopatra,  their  portraits  face  to  face, 
reverse  Figures  of  Anthony  and  Cleopatra  hand  in  hand;  they  are  drawn  in  a  car  by  sea 
horses,  on  one  side  h.s.,  and  beneath  a  small  prow  of  a  ship,  of  extreme  rarity,”  realised 
£5-18-6. 

Lot  497.  “  Henry  VIII,  called  the  George  Noble,  from  the  Figure  of  St.  George  on 

horseback  piercing  the  dragon,  very  fine  and  extremely  rare.”  Formerly  Mr.  Tyssen’s. 

This  was  bought  by  Young,  for  £30-19-6. 

Lot  597.  “  Alexander  III  (a  Tetradrachm,  weight  265  grains,  fine  and  very  rare,”  fetched 

fifteen  guineas.

Lot  1782.  “  Oliver’s  Sixpence,  weighing  47  grains,  extremely  rare,  if  not  unique,”  realised

who  was  an  excellent  judge,  was  perfectly  satisfied  as  to  its  being  genuine.

The  sale  on  Monday,  22d  of  April,  1839,  and  the  two  following  days  was  of  the  Collection 
of  the  late  Revd.  Dr.  Jamieson,  Author  of  “  The  Etymological  Dictionary  of  the  Scottish 
Language,”  &c. 

Lot  40.  Pennies  “  Cuindreth,  Queen  of  Offa,  1,  doubtful;  Burgred,  2;  one  of  Egbert, 
false;  and  one  Early  French.  5.”  This  fetched  10/— 

Lot  384.  “A  Coin  supposed  to  be  of  Babylon,  weighing,  16  dwts.  11  grs.;  obverse  a 
King  in  his  Chariot,  similar  to  those  on  the  Babylonian  Cyclinders,  reverse  a  Galley,  extremely 
fine,  and  very  rare.”  This  realised  £2-15-0. 

NOTES  ON  THE  SILVER  TOKENS  OF 
THE  NINETEENTH  CENTURY. 

By  Arthur  W.  Waters. 

( Continued  from  page  228). 

CORNWALL. 

County.  Nos.  1  to  6.  These  were  all  made  by  LI.  Morgan  of  London.  They 
were  sold  to  anyone  who  would  buy  and  circulate  them.  This  man  was  the  chief 
“  Villain  of  the  Piece  ”  connected  with  these  silver  tokens.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
on  No.  4  it  is  stated  th^it  the  token  was  sold  by  him,  but  there  is  no  promise  to 
redeem  it. 

Launceston.  Pearce,  etc.  No.  7.  G.T.T.  Another  token  issued  by  a  group 
of  tradesmen.  William  and  G.  Pearse  were  drapers  at  Newport  a  village  near 
Launceston ;  Thomas  Ching,  chemist  in  Broad  Street  (I  wonder  if  he  was  a  member 
of  the  same  family  of  Ching  who  issued  the  “  Worm  Lozenge  ”  token  in  London 
about  1794.  See  Dalton  and  Hamer's  Tokens ,  page  126,  No.  282)  ;  H.  Nicols  grocer, 
Broad  Street ;  J.  Prockter,  silversmith  and  ironmonger,  Southgate  Street.  They  were 
all  in  business  in  1823,  but  Ann  and  Grace  Pearse  were  then  milliners  only. 

Penzance.  Nos.  8  and  9.  These  were  not  silver  tokens  proper  being  struck 
in  lead,  and  were  probably  in  use  as  late  as  1830-40.  They  are  shop  tickets  only  and 
would  be  handed  to  the  customer  on  making  a  cash  payment.  They  would  then 
be  presented  at  some  future  date,  and  so  claim  a  sort  of  dividend  on  the  total  amount 
held  by  the  customer. 
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Stratton.  Shephard,  Watts  and  Co.  Nos.  10  and  11.  G.T.T.  Shephard 
was  a  farmer  and  Watts  a  draper  and  postmaster.  It  was  made  for  the  issuers  by 
Morgan  who  used  two  of  his  stock  dies  for  the  obverses,  it  will  be  noticed  that  one 
of  these  is  North  Cornwall  and  the  other  Devonshire.  They  are  both  rare  and  I 
doubt  if  they  should  be  termed  G.T.T. 

DERBYSHIRE. 

County.  Nos.  1  and  2.  This  pair  were  struck  for  general  circulation  on  the 
Mail  Coach  roads.  I  do  not  think  they  were  made  by  Morgan,  as  they  are  not  in  his 
style  of  diesinking,  but  why  they  are  so  rare  at  the  present  time  cannot  be  explained. 

No.  3.  With  the  west  front  of  Peterborough  Cathedral.  Here  we  have  a  good 
example  of  Morgan’s  evil  work.  It  looks  as  if  at  one  time  he  intended  to  make  a 
forgery  of  Cole’s  Token  of  Peterborough  (Dalton,  p.  22,  Nos.  3  and  5),  but  he  had 
not  noticed  they  were  of  an  unusually  small  size,  and  therefore  the  forgery  never  had 
a  reverse  engraved  for  it.  This  is  the  only  place  where  it  occurs.  The  reverse  says 
it  was  made  by  Morgan  but  no  promise  for  its  redemption  is  made. 

DEVONSHIRE. 

County.  Nos.  1  to  8.  These  were  all  made  by  Morgan  for  general  circulation, 
and  only  No.  3  has  his  address  on  it.  Note  that  he  now  says  that  he  has  a  “  Royal  ” 
Licence  to  make  these  tokens,  but  that  licence  was  only  to  deal  in  silver.  See  the 
Introduction  as  to  Morgan’s  method  of  business. 

No.  9.  The  Coat  of  Arms  is  that  of  Barnstaple.  It  is  just  possible  it  was 
made  for  some  issuer,  now  unknown.  I  do  not  think  it  was  a  production  of  Morgan’s 
as  neither  die  occurs  elsewhere. 

Barnstaple.  Nos.  11,  12  and  14.  I  have  termed  these  G.T.T.  as  they  look 
like  a  genuine  issue,  and  no  doubt  the  firm  responsible  for  them  was  well  known  at 
the  time  they  were  in  circulation. 

Barnstaple  Bank.  Nos.  13  and  15.  G.T.T.  The  issuers  were  bankers.  By  1823 
the  firm  had  become  Drake,  Dribble,  Marshall  &  Co. 

Exeter.  No.  16.  This  may  have  been  a  genuine  token  as  the  City  Arms  is  used 
nowhere  else,  and  the  lighthouse  die  is  not  that  which  is  used  by  Morgan. 

Hicks.  No.  17.  The  issuer  was  a  silversmith  in  New  Bridge  in  the  City.  The 
obv.  and  rev.  are  exactly  the  same  type,  a  very  unusual  occurrence  on  a  coin. 

Plymouth.  Loyd.  No.  18.  I  doubt  if  the  Bullion  Office  ever  existed  at  69 
High  Street,  Plymouth,  except  in  the  mind  of  H.  Morgan  of  London,  the  maker, 
for  by  a  remarkable  coincidence  there  happened  to  be  a  Bullion  Office  at  the  very 
same  number  69  High  Street,  Portsmouth,  and  the  same  die  is  used  in  both  places ! 
This  well  illustrates  to  what  extent  Morgan  would  go  with  his  fake  tokens.  This 
exceedingly  rare  token  was  unknown  to  collectors  for  some  110  years.  It  was  first 
illustrated  and  described  by  Dalton  in  1922. 

Teignmouth.  Holland.  Nos.  19  and  20.  G.T.T.  From  an  historical  point  of 
view  these  tokens  are  of  great  interest  for  both  make  a  statement  that  they  cost  the 
Banker  one  shilling  each  to  produce.  The  first  was  made  by  Morgan,  and  it  shows 
that  he  could  supply  a  good  looking  token  if  required  to  do  so.  The  fact  that  it 
was  made  by  Morgan  does  not  indicate  that  it  was  one  of  his  forgeries :  for  some 
reason,  now  unknown,  two  pairs  of  dies  were  ordered  by  the  issuer.  The  second 
was  engraved  by  “  I.D.”  (Davies)  and  it  will  be  seen  it  is  more  deeply  cut  into  the 
die  than  that  of  Morgan’s.  The  crest  is  that  of  the  North  of  England  Holland’s. 
This  family  was  connected  with  Mrs.  Gaskell  of  “  Cranford  ”  fame. 
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DORSETSHIRE. 

Blandford.  H.  Ward.  Nos.  1  and  2.  The  issuer  was  a  watchmaker.  No.  1 
is  the  rarer  and  it  was  replaced  by  No.  2.  The  Arms  are  those  of  the  Borough  of 
Blandford. 

Dorchester.  Cox,  Merle  and  Pattison.  Nos.  3  and  4.  G.T.T.  Issued  by  the 
Bank.  Their  London  Office  was  at  Cox  Court,  Little  Britain,  and  the  firm  became 
bankrupt  in  1825.  Mr.  Cox  brought  an  action  against  Edmund  Kean  the  actor, 
and  was  awarded  £800  damages  in  Jan.  1825.  The  figure  of  the  Devil  hardly  shows 
as  his  body  is  concealed  by  the  robe  of  St.  Dunstan.  The  same  incident  occurs  on 
a  17th  Century  token.  An  old  rhyme  runs: — 

St.  Dunstan  as  the  story  goes, 

Once  pulled  the  Devil  by  the  nose 
With  red  hot  tongs,  which  made  him  roar 
That  he  was  heard  three  miles  or  more. 

St.  Dunstan  was  the  Patron  Saint  of  the  Goldsmiths,  who  in  the  olden  days  were 
also  Bankers,  hence  his  appearance  on  this  rare  token. 

Poole.  Ferris.  Nos.  5  to  8.  G.T.T.  Why  a  watchmaker  and  jeweller  in  a 
small  place  like  Poole  should  have  repaired  four  different  varieties  of  his  tokens 
when  none  of  the  dies  appear  to  have  broken,  cannot  be  now  explained.  Perhaps 
his  essay  into  the  token  issuing  business,  as  well  as  his  own  trade,  may  have  caused 
his  bankruptcy,  for  he  failed  in  April  27,  1816. 

W.  R.  Best.  No.  9.  G.T.T.  The  issuer  was  a  draper.  The  dies  were  made  and 
the  tokens  struck  by  K.  &  S.  Davis  says  this  signature  represents  Kempson  and 
Son  of  Birmingham  :  this  firm  produced  many  hundreds  of  tokens  during  1787-97. 

If  Davis  is  correct  the  firm  of  Kempson  may  have  made  other  tokens  besides 
this  one  of  Poole.  The  one  mentioned  as  being  struck  on  a  Walsall  Id.  is  only  a 
workman’s  freak. 

Best.  No.  10.  G.T.T.  This  is  the  companion  to  No.  9.  No.  11  is  a  mule  with 
a  Bristol  die.  See  page  32,  No.  65.  It  was  unknown  to  Davis. 

Shaftesbury.  Shaftesbury  Bank.  No.  13,  etc.  Except  for  the  mules  all  G.T.T. 
The  best  way  to  deal  with  these  is  to  divide  them  into  two  classes.  Firstly  the 
genuine  dies  are  Nos.  13,  19,  21  to  27  and  the  three  sixpences  Nos.  28  to  30  together 
with  the  now  unknown  3d.  No.  31.  No.  24  is  described  by  Davis  but  was  unknown 
to  Dalton.  On  No.  13  it  will  be  noticed  that  it  is  payable  by  S.  Lloyd  of  London 
as  well  as  the  local  Bank.  On  No.  19  occurs  the  name  Henderson  and  Co.  the  same 
as  the  3d.  No.  31 .  This  exceedingly  rare  3d.  was  described  and  illustrated  in  Boyne’s 
Silver  Tokens,  1866.  I  think  a  specimen  was  sold  at  Sotheby’s  on  July  16,  1890 
Lot  13.  Some  of  the  walks  round  Shaftesbury  are  still  called  Shaston  as  on  the  3d. 
See  Sir  F.  R.  Mackintosh’s  “  On  Circuit ,”  1924,  page  134. 

Of  the  four  mules  Nos.  14  to  18,  the  last  has  a  blank  reverse.  How  to  account 
for  them  is  a  problem  which  I  think  cannot  now  be  solved.  The  bust  is  very  poor 
work  and  I  notice  that  Dalton  calls  No.  14  a  Military  bust  but  on  No.  15  is  becomes 
a  Naval  bust.  It  almost  looks  as  if  Dalton  did  not  wish  to  cause  any  trouble  between 
the  services  so  he  divided  the  honours  between  them.  No.  17  is  the  obverse  die  of 
Lloyd’s  London  token.  He  was  the  London  agent  mentioned  on  No.  13.  It  will 
be  seen  some  are  only  known  in  brass.  The  cabbalistic  letters  i.b.x.r.  after  the  word 
TOKEN  cannot  be  explained,  and  the  mules  themselves  are,  and  will  remain  a  mystery. 
Likewise,  the  connection  the  London  S.  Lloyd  had  with  this  Bank  to  the  extent  of 
using  a  die  of  his  own  token  as  a  mule.  And  why  are  they  mixed  with  what  appear 
to  be  genuine  tokens  of  the  Bank  ?

This  long  awaited  book  contains  a  bibliography  of  the  works  of  Harold  Mattingly,  and 
fourteen  essays  mostly  on  Roman  numismatics  by  the  foremost  experts  on  this  series:  A. 
Alfoldi,  A.  R.  Bellinger,  R.  A.  G.  Carson,  M.  Grant,  P.  Grierson,  A.  H.  M.  Jones,  J.  P.  C. 
Kent,  C.  M.  Kraay,  K.  Pink,  A.  S.  Robertson,  E.  S.  G.  Robinson,  C.  H.  V.  Sutherland, 
J.  M.  C.  Toynbee  and  A.  M.  Woodward.

The  author  has  done  more  than  write  an  “  introduction  ”  to  Anglo-Saxon  England,  for 
this  book  is  a  scholarly  and  up  to  date  assessment  of  our  knowledge  of  the  period.  It  contains 
a  wealth  of  informative  detail  without  becoming  bewildering,  and  because  of  the  lucidity  of 
the  style,  and  excellence  of  the  lay-out,  enables  the  details  of  this  country’s  history  to  be 
obtained,  and  leaves  the  way  clear  for  more  specific  study. 

The  book  is  divided  into  six  chapters.  I.  The  Foundations  of  England;  II.  Britain  and 
the  Vikings;  III.  The  Church;  IV.  Government;  V.  Economy;  VI.  Letters. 

Mr.  Hunter  Blair  is  a  noted  authority  on  the  extant  contemporary  sources  of  the  period, 
and  has  particularly  interested  himself  in  the  history  of  Northumbria.  His  wide  knowledge 
of  English  history  has,  however,  not  prevented  him  from  fitting  into  the  general  chronology 
and  bringing  to  the  fore  the  influence  of  the  Viking  invaders. 
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These  people  who  found  their  home  chiefly  in  the  northern  parts  of  Scotland,  the  Western 
Isles,  Orkney  and  Shetland,  are  here  discussed;  recent  knowledge  given;  and  the  part  played 
by  them  in  the  history  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  adequately  reviewed. 

We  strongly  recommend  this  book  to  anyone  interested  in  the  history  or  the  coinage  of 
Anglo-Saxon  England. — F.  P.

Mrs.  Honor  Croome,  the  well  known  broadcaster  and  economist,  here  discusses  a  subject 
in  which  we  are  all  interested — money — not  from  the  numismatic  but  from  the  economic 
view-point.

Anyone  who  is  interested  in  the  cost  of  living,  the  purchasing  power  of  money,  and  the 
causes  and  cures  of  inflation  among  a  host  of  other  things,  will  find  the  reading  of  this  book 
well  worthwhile. — F.  P. 

MONCRIEFF,  Iain  and  POTTINGER,  Don.  Blood  Royal.  London,  1956.  We 
can  supply ,  price  12/6  +  1/-  postage. 

This  book,  the  third  to  be  produced  by  the  team  of  Iain  Moncrielf  of  Easter  Moncreiff, 
Unicorn  Persuivant  of  Arms,  and  Don  Pottinger,  is  a  worthy  successor  to  “  Simple  Heraldry,” 
and  “  Simple  Custom.”  It  deals  with  the  earliest  appearance  of  Royalty  in  the  Near  E?st 
in  Ancient  Times,  and  traces  its  development,  traditions  and  various  forms  through  the  ages, 
and  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  book  consists  of  six  main  sections:  The  King  as  Father; 
The  King  as  Priest;  The  King  as  Governor;  Royal  Yesterday ;  Royal  Today;  Royal  Tomorrow. 

It  may  come  as  a  shock  to  discover  that  our  present  Queen  can  trace  her  descent  from  such 
distinguished  forbears  as  Mithradates  I,  Shah  of  Persia  and  King  of  Babylon;  Menu  Morat, 
Elteber  of  the  Bihar  Khazars  and  Old  King  Cole  (Coel  the  Old).  The  reviewer  ventures  to 
suggest  that  this  may  also  come  as  a  shock  to  Her  Majesty. 

This  is  a  very  interesting,  well  written  and  entertaining  book :  Don  Pottinger’s  illustrations 
are,  as  always,  very  humourous  and  well  drawn.  Though  not  strictly  connected  with  numis¬ 
matics  we  strongly  recommend  it  to  all  interested  in  the  Monarchy. — P.  A.  R.

George  V  Halfcrowns.  As  a  result  of  my  observations  over  the  past  eighteen  months 
dealing  with  £100  of  halfcrowns  per  week  I  have  been  able  to  estimate  the  comparative  rarity 
of  the  first  issue  halfcrowns  of  George  V.  Incidentally  the  average  is  3  pre-1919  halfcrowns 
per  £100  in  circulation,  i.e.,  3  in  800  or  0.375%.

Remarks  on  Cleaning  Coins.  I  have  read  with  interest  the  correspondence  on  this 
subject  which  you  have  printed.  I  have  used  the  following  methods  without  apparent  ill 
effects.  These  methods  were  first  carefully  tried  on  a  number  of  coins  of  trifling  value: 

1.  Boil  silver  coins  in  water  with  a  teaspoonful  of  kitchen  detergent.  I  use  the  American 
“  Tide.”  I  see  no  indication  that  this  does  anything  but  remove  dirt  and  grease. 

2.  (Caution  !)  I  brush  bronze  and  copper  coins  vigorously  with  a  brush  of  long,  fine, 
and  flexible  brass  wires.  I  tried  this  first  on  Russian  copper  5-kopek  pieces  and  found  that 
despite  the  softness  of  the  copper  my  brush  produces  no  stratches  visible  to  the  naked  eye. 
Clearly  one  would  not  try  such  a  brush  on  an  FDC  proof  in  copper;  but  I  have  used  it  on 
Greek  bronzes  and  on  oricalchium  without  sign  of  ill  effect.  While  it  removes  dirt  and  grease, 
I  do  not  perceive  that  it  affects  either  metal  or  patina,  both  of  which  appear  to  be  quite  as 
hard  as  the  wires  of  the  brush. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  abrasive  effect,  upon  the  high  spots  of  the  coin,  of  carrying 
a  bronze  or  brass  coin  in  a  pocket  is  much  more  severe  than  the  use  of  this  brush.  The  dust 
and  grit  in  a  pocket,  while  very  finely  divided,  is  much  harder  than  the  coin. — H.  Bartlett  Wells. 

Dover  Treasure  on  Show.  Over  650  years  after  a  Dover  family  had  hastily  buried  its 
wealth  in  the  face  of  a  fleet  of  French  invaders,  the  treasure  was  discovered  by  workmen  digging 
a  trench  in  Market  Street. 

This  week,  the  hoard  of  money,  sorted  and  assessed  by  experts  of  the  British  Museum,  is 
on  show  in  Dover  Museum.  Most  of  the  coins  are  silver  pennies,  found  in  a  lead  container 
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and  made  up  of  344  Scottish,  226  Irish,  61  English,  49  French  and  four  Low  Countries  coins 
and  one  Italian.  The  cache  also  contained  two  groats  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  and  are  of 
considerable  rarity.  Electrotype  copies  of  these  are  on  show,  and  not  the  original  discoveries. 
The  lead  “  money  box  ”  is  unique. 

The  British  Museum  believes  that  the  hoard  was  put  together  over  a  number  of  years  and 
hastily  buried  on  August  2,  1295,  on  the  news  that  a  French  fleet  of  50  ships  and  30  galleons, 
with  some  10,000  men  was  approaching  the  port.  This  task  force  landed,  sacked  and  burnt 
a  large  part  of  the  town,  probably  killing  the  family  whose  life  savings  had  been  buried. — 
Kentish  Express  ( Weekly ’),  4th  May. 

“  Treasure  Trove  ”  found  in  Co.  Limerick  Field.  The  discovery  of  86  silver  coins 
more  than  400  years  old  in  a  Co.  Limerick  field  was  the  subject  of  an  inquiry  held  by  the 
Coroner  for  West  Limerick,  Mr.  M.  E.  Cussen,  Solicitor,  at  Askeaton.  The  coins  were 
unearthed  in  September,  1954,  and  were  put  into  a  box  for  safe  keeping.  Two  of  them  were 
sent  to  the  National  Museum  recently  for  examination,  after  which  the  find  was  declared 
treasure  trove. 

Giving  evidence  at  the  inquiry,  James  O’Donoghue,  farm  labourer,  recalled  that  while 
working  in  a  field  in  September,  1954,  he  found  the  coins  under  a  rock  and  brought  them  to 
his  employer.  William  Casey,  farmer,  said  that  when  O’Donoghue  brought  him  the  coins 
he  did  not  place  any  value  on  them  and  put  them  away  for  safe  keeping  in  a  box.  Frank 
Hanley,  chemist,  Askeaton,  said  that  a  short  time  ago  he  was  handed  two  of  the  coins  which 
he  sent  to  the  National  Museum  for  examination.  Subsequently  he  received  a  reply  to  the 
effect  that  the  coins  were  being  declared  treasure  trove. 

One  of  the  two  coins  was  a  London  groat  minted  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  IV,  and  the 
other  a  Canterbury  half-groat  minted  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII. 

The  Coroner  recorded  the  finding  that  the  coins  were  discovered  as  stated,  that  their  value 
and  ownership  was  unknown  and  that  they  were  now  the  property  of  the  State.  He  also 
found  that  there  was  no  suspicion  of  concealment  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Casey. — The  Irish 
Independent ,  2nd  May. 

[In  our  June  Bulletin  the  number  of  coins  found  was  given,  presumably  inaccurately, 
as  500. — Editor.] 

Buckingham  Hoard  at  Aylesbury  iSiuseum.  Soon  to  be  on  display  at  Bucks  County 
Museum,  Aylesbury,  are  examples  of  silver  coins  spanning  the  reigns  of  Monarchs  of  England 
from  Elizabeth  I  to  Charles  I.  They  will  be  a  representative  selection  from  a  collection  of 
197  silver  coins,  which  has  just  been  presented  to  the  Museum. 

The  coins  were  discovered  by  two  schoolboys  near  Buckingham  about  three  months  ago. 
At  a  Coroner’s  inquest  they  were  declared  treasure  trove,  becoming  the  property  of  the  crown, 
and  were  sent  to  the  British  Aluseum,  where  their  market  value  was  fixed  at  £30.  Now  they 
have  been  purchased  by  Sir  Alan  and  Lady  Barlow,  of  Boswells,  Wendover,  and  presented 
to  the  Museum.  Sir  Alan  is  President  of  Bucks  Archaeological  Society.  The  finders  receive 
the  market  value. 

Museum  Curator  Mr.  T.  A.  Hume  told  the  “  Advertiser  ”  that  it  is  thought  probable 
that  the  coins,  many  of  which  have  been  clipped,  wrere  hidden  in  connection  with  troop  move¬ 
ments  in  the  County  during  the  Civil  War.  Probably  the  subsequent  story  of  the  owner 
would  read  like  an  historical  romance,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  owner  never  returned  to 
dig  them  up. 

Probably  more  interesting  than  the  coins  is  the  jar  in  which  they  were  stored.  The 
remains  of  the  jar  are  still  at  the  British  Museum,  and  it  is  thought  that  it  will  probably  turn 
out  to  be  the  only  dated  piece  of  English  “  Delft-ware  ”  in  existence  in  the  country.  True 
“  Delft-ware  is  made  at  Delft  in  the  Netherlands,  but  at  one  time  there  was  a  thriving  industry 
producing  similar  ware  in  England. — “  Bucks  Advertister 4th  May. 

WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

Location  of  V.C.s.  Victoria  Cross  and  Medals  of  the  late  Colonel  C.  Mansel-Jones, 
the  West  Yorkshire  Regt.  (P.W.O.).  These  have  recently  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
Regimental  Museum  of  the  West  Yorkshire  Regt.  at  York.  This  interesting  group,  mounted 
as  worn,  consists  of: — 

C.M.G. — V.C.;  D.S.O.;  Ashanti  Star;  Q.S.A.  (Tug.  Hts.,  Rel.  of  L.);  A.G.S.  (B.C.A. 

1899-1900);  1914  Star;  B.W.M.;  Victory  (Mention);  Ed.  VII  Coronation; 

Geo.  V  Jubilee;  Geo.  VI  Coronation;  Legion  of  Honour  (Officer). 

Capt.  Alansell-Jones  was  awarded  the  V.C.  for  gallantry  on  27th  Feb.  1900,  during  the 
assault  on  Terrace  Hill,  north  of  the  Tugela,  Natal.  He  won  the  D.S.O.  in  W.W.I.  It 
would  appear  that  strictly  speaking  the  A.G.S.  should  have  been  worn  before  the  Q.S.A.,  as 
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he  took  part  in  the  British  Central  Africa  Expedition  of  Aug./Oct.  1899.  The  Ashanti  Star 
is  named  on  the  reverse  in  the  usual  way.  It  will  be  recollected  that  though  issued  unnamed 
the  Colonel  of  the  West  Yorkshire  Regt.  had  the  stars  awarded  to  his  regiment,  named  at  his 
expense. — A.  F.  F. 

Victoria  Cross  Centenary.  In  connection  with  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Victoria 
Cross  we  decided  to  do  a  bit  about  the  award  on  a  television  program  on  which  I  appear 
nightly.  Our  plan  was  to  have  several  V.C.  holders  on  the  program  and  interview  them; 
not  about  how  they  came  by  the  awards,  but  about  the  cross  itself.  However,  we  reckoned 
without  the  modesty  of  the  holders  and  could  only  persuade  two  of  them  to  appear. 

One  was  Major  John  Foote  who  won  his  V.C.  at  Dieppe.  He  is  now  Minister  of  Reform 
Institutions  for  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The  other  was  Henry  Robson  who  won  his  V.C. 
in  World  War  I  with  the  British  Army.  Strangely  enough,  one  of  Canada’s  most  famous 
V.C.  holders  (Colin  Barron)  is  an  employee  of  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corp.,  but  he  was 
not  available. 

We  also  planned  to  show  a  Victoria  Cross  and  in  my  search  for  one,  I  came  across  tzvo ; 
one  of  which  is  extremely  interesting. 

It  was  awarded  to  Lt.  A.  Robert  Dunn  of  Toronto,  who  served  with  the  11th  Hussars 
at  Balaclava.  He  won  his  V.C.  during  that  battle,  making  him  the  first  Canadian  to  win  the 
award.  I  assume  he  received  it  from  Queen  Victoria  personally. 

The  group  also  includes  the  British  and  Turkish  Crimean  medals  and  the  Abyssinian 
medal  (embossed:  “  Col.  Dunn,  V.C.,  33rd  Regt.”).  There  is  also  a  seven-pointed  silver 
star  with  a  white  enamel  center  and  red  cross  bearing  the  motto  “  In  Hoc  Signo  Vinces.” 

This  group  was  located  in  the  main  hall  of  Upper  Canada  College  in  Toronto,  of  which 
Col.  Dunn  was  a  graduate. 

Beside  Dunn’s  V.C.  is  another  one — also  awarded  to  an  Upper  Canada  College  student. 
This  was  won  by  Major  H.  Z.  Churchill  Cockburn  (Royal  Canadian  Dragoons)  on  Nov.  7, 
1900,  at  the  battle  of  Lilliefontein. — R.  A.  MacDougal. 
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Royal  N.S.  Ordinary  meeting,  May  16th, 
Professor  Michael  Grant,  President,  in  the 
chair. 

Mr.  Colin  Kraay  read  a  paper  in  which  he 
argued  for  a  considerable  change  in  the 
generally  accepted  arrangement  and  chrono¬ 
logy  of  the  “owl”  tetradrachms  of  Athens; 
he  "distinguished  as  the  earliest  a  group  which 
by  its  flat  fabric  is  close  to  the  last  of  the 
“  Wappenmunzen.”  The  group  in  question 
has  always  been  dated  to  the  last  quarter  of 
the  sixth  century  b.c.  and  Dr.  Kraay  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  institution  of  the  “  owl  ” 
tetradrachms  must  therefore  be  assigned  to 
the  time  of  Hippias  (527-510)  and  not,  as  is 
currently  believed,  to  the  beginning  of  the 
tyranny  of  Pisistratus  (about  560  b.c.). 

Bath  and  Bristol  N.S.  The  speaker  at  the 
Society’s  May  meeting  was  L.  V.  Grinsell, 
Curator  in  Archaeology  at  the  City  Museum, 
Bristol,  who  gave  an  illustrated  lecture, 
entitled  “  The  Ferryman’s  Fee  and  Other 
Funerary  Uses  of  Money.” 

In  his  lecture  Mr.  Grinsell  dealt  with  the 
ancient  custom  of  placing  money  in  graves,  a 
practice  very  prevalent  in  the  4th  and  5th 
centuries  b.c.  The  custom  spread  from  the 
Greek  to  the  Roman  Empire,  and  also  occurred 
with  primitive  races  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 
In  classical  mythology,  the  dead  were  ferried 
across  the  river  Styx  to  the  next  world  by 
Charon,  the  ferryman,  and  it.  was  to  pay  the 
ferryman’s  fee  that  money  was  placed  with 
the  burial. 


In  Roman  Britain  cremation  was  carried  out 
as  in  other  parts  of  the  Empire  until  about 
200  a.d.,  after  which  cremations  were  few 
although  coins  were  still  placed  in  the  grave. 
Many  Roman  coins  have  been  found  badly 
damaged  by  the  funeral  pyre.  Such  coins 
often  depict  funeral  scenes,  and  funerary  vases 
are  extant  on  which  Charon  is  seen  receiving 
the  dead. 

Mr.  Grinsell  observed  that  caution  had  to 
be  exercised  by  archaeologists  when  attempting 
to  date  a  burial  from  coins  found  therewith. 
Obsolete  coins  were  sometimes  included  to 
save  expense,  some  undoubted  Saxon  burials 
have  contained  Roman  pieces,  and  a  Roman 
coin  was  once  found  with  a  burial  of  1893. 

The  custom  of  depositing  money  with  the 
dead  still  existed  in  places  on  the  Continent, 
although  the  original  significance  had  been 
lost,  and  to  the  speaker’s  knowledge  isolated 
instances  of  the  practice  or  superstition  had 
occurred  in  Britain  within  the  last  50  years. 

Cheltenham  N.S.  The  Third  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in 
Cheltenham  Museum  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
12th  May.  The  President,  Percival  F.  Green, 
was  in  the  chair. 

In  his  review  of  the  past  year  the  President 
spoke  of  its  many  enjoyable  and  stimulating 
papers,  all  of  which  had  been  given  by  members 
of  the  Society.  These  contributions  had 
reached  a  very  high  standard,  and  had  resulted 
in  good  attendances  at  the  monthly  meetings. 
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He  also  mentioned  that  in  another  year  of 
progress,  one  of  the  chief  events  had  been  the 
launching  in  January  last  of  the  Society’s 
paper  “  The  Cheltenham  Numismatic 
Observer.”  This  had  been  very  well  received, 
and  he  paid  tribute  to  those  to  whom  its 
inception  and  production  were  due — the 
Honorary  Editor,  the  Publisher,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  to  Miss  Douglas  without  whose 
special  skill  the  project  could  not  have  been 
successfully  carried  out. 

Membership  of  the  Society  had  increased 
slightly  during  the  year,  and  its  finances  were 
in  a  sound  state.  The  accounts  were  approved 
and  adopted,  and  the  President,  the  Vice- 
President  and  Council  were  re-elected.  A 
new  office,  that  of  Honorary  Librarian,  was 
originated,  and  M.  R.  Pryce  was  elected  to 
hold  it. 

For  his  Presidential  Address  Mr.  Green 
gave  a  paper  on  “  Some  Historical  Silver 
Pieces  of  English  Mediaeval  and  Later  Coin¬ 
age.”  The  talk  was  illustrated  by  specimens 
from  the  speaker’s  own  collection,  together 
with  lantern  slides. 

Kent  N.S.  At  the  May  meeting  of  the 
Society  G.  C.  Haines  spoke  on  “  Coins,  their 
place  in  history  and  art.”  The  talk  was 
illustrated  by  a  number  of  excellent  lantern 
slides,  showing  coins  from  the  earliest  Greek 
period,  through  Roman  times,  down  to  the 
present  day,  and  by  specimens  brought  by  the 
speaker.  Mr.  Bridge  exhibited  a  salute  of 
Henry  VI  (Paris),  an  angel  of  Henry  VII,  a 
pavilion  of  Edward  the  Black  Prince  (Rochelle) 
and  a  sword  and  sceptre  piece  of  James  VI  of 
Scotland.  Mr.  Checkley  showed  a  beautiful 
crown  of  Charles  I,  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Dadd  a 
gold  20  franc  piece  of  the  French  Republic. 

N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire.  The  five 
papers  read  at  the  April  meeting  proved  as 
interesting  as  their  subjects  were  varied. 

In  spite  of  the  many  articles  which  have 
appeared  recently  in  connection  with  the 
centenary  of  the  Victoria  Cross,  H.  F.  O’Hara 


had  no  difficulty  in  presenting  many  items  of 
information  about  this  queen  of  decorations 
which  were  quite  new  to  those  present. 

T.  A.  M.  Johnson’s  “  Italian  Work  of  Art 
for  Five  Shillings  ”  turned  out  to  be  a  crown 
piece  with  Pistrucci’s  St.  George  and  dragon 
reverse.  After  dwelling  upon  the  Italian 
engraver  and  the  development  of  the  coin 
design  from  its  cameo  prototype,  the  speaker 
proceeded  to  discuss  the  historical  St.  George, 
his  representation  in  art,  his  introduction  to 
the  company  of  English  saints  and  his  pro¬ 
motion  to  patron  saint  in  place  of  Edward  the 
Confessor. 

New  ground  was  broken  by  L.  Lowe,  who 
spoke  on  “  Coins  on  Stamps.”  Many  of  the 
stamps  he  mentioned  were  exhibited,  including 
specimens  from  Israel,  Cyprus,  Bermuda  and 
Nigeria. 

E.  W.  Danson,  speaking  “  On  a  Coin  of 
Nero,”  took  his  subject  as  an  excuse  to  give  a 
brief  history  of  this  homicidal  emperor. 

Finally,  F.  Philipson’s  “  Buried  Treasure  ” 
led  the  audience  to  speculate  wistfully  on 
what  was  still  beneath  the  ground  awaiting 
discovery,  particularly  in  the  numismatic  line. 
The  speaker  dealt  mostly  with  Roman  finds 
in  the  region  of  the  Roman  Wall,  although 
the  amusing  treasure  hunts  of  Samuel  Pepys 
were  not  forgotten. 

Southampton  and  District  N.S.  The 

May  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  talk  by  H.  de  L. 
Shortt  on  the  “  Introduction  of  Celtic  Coin¬ 
age  into  West  Europe  and  Britain.”  The 
period  covered  was  500  B.c.  to  the  early  1st 
century  A.D.;  points  of  interest  being: — 
iron  bar  currency,  tin  coins  and  the  repro¬ 
duction  on  the  coins  of  dagger  handles,  axe 
heads  and  horses  and  boars. 

The  speaker  paid  special  attention  to  Celtic 
art  on  coins  and  the  routes  taken  by  the 
coinage  in  entering  the  countries  under  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  talk  was  well  illustrated  with  lantern 
slides.
